FOLLOWING IS UN SUMMARY OF AMB HUANG'S NOV 14 STATEMENT 
ON KOREA QUESTION IN FIRST COMITE: 

FIRST COMMITTEE-TAKE 8 

HUANG HUA (CHINA) SAID THE FACT THAT THE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE 
DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC OF KOREA WAS SPEAKING IN THE 
COMMITTEE, AFTER SURMOUNTING NUMEROUS OBSTACLES, WAS A 
VICTORY ON THE PART OF THE KOREAN PEOPLE, AS WELL AS A 
VICTORY FOR THE PEOPLES OF ALL PEACE-LOVING AND JUSTICE- 
UPHOLDING COUNTRIES. 

SINCE ANCIENT TIMES, THE KOREAN PEOPLE HAD COMPRISED A SINGLE 
NATION, HE CONTINUED. KOREA HAD BEEN "ARTIFICIALLY DIVIDED 
AS A RESULT OF UNITED STATES IMPERIALIST AGGRESSION AND 
INTERVENTION". 

IT WAS THE STRONG DESIRE OF THE "ENTIRE KOREAN PEOPLE TO 
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REALIZE THE PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION OF THE FATHERLAND AT AN 
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EARLY DATE", HE STATED. 

HE SAID THE GOVERNMENT OF THE DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC 
OF KOREA HAD MADE UNREMITTING EFFORTS TO THAT END. IN MAY 
1972, THE THREE PRINCIPLES RELATING TO INDEPENDENCE, 

PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION AND GREAT NATIONAL UNITY HAD LED TO 
TALKS AND IN JUNE 1973 THE DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC 
OF KOREA HAD PUT FORWARD FIVE PROPOSITIONS. 

PRESIDENT KIM IL SUNG OF THE DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC 
OF KOREA HAD ALSO STRESSED THAT UNITED STATES TROOPS SHOULD 
BE WITHDRAWN AT THE EARLIEST POSSIBLE DATE AND THAT THE UNITED 
NATIONS COMMISSION FOR THE UNIFICATION AND REHABILITATION 
OF KOREA SHOULD BE DISSOLVED, CONTINUED THE REPRESENTATIVE 
OF CHINA. 

HE SAID THAT CHINA FULLY SUPPORTED THE "RIGHTEOUS PRO- 
POSITIONS AND REASONABLE DEMANDS" OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
PEOPLE S REPUBLIC OF KOREA. 

IT WAS BECAUSE OF "THE SUPPORT AND CONNIVANCE OF THE UNITED 
STATES", HE SAID, THAT THE SOUTH KOREAN AUTHORITIES DARED 
TO REJECT THIS PROPOSAL, "THUS RAISING SERIOUS OBSTACLES 
FOR THE DIALOGUE BETWEEN THE NORTH AND SOUTH". 

FURTHERMORE, HE SAID THE SOUTH KOREAN AUTHORITIES HAD STEPPED 
UP THEIR ARMS EXPANSION AND "INTENSIFIED THEIR FASCIST RULE". 

WITH UNITED STATES SUPPORT, HE WENT ON, THEY HAD PROPAGATED 
THE IDEA OF "TWO KOREAS" TO LEGALIZE, SOLIDIFY AND 
PERPETUATE THE DIVISION OF KOREA. 

MR. HUANG SAID THAT "SUCH AN ATTEMPT IS UTTERLY UNACCEPTABLE 
TO THE ENTIRE KOREAN PEOPLE." 

BOTH GERMANYS, HE STATZD, HE RECOGNIZED THE REALITY OF TWO 
GERMAN STATES AND BOTH HAD AGREED TO INTER THE UNITED 
NATIONS SEPARATELY. HOWEVER THZ DIVISION OF KOREA HAD BEEN 
IMPOSED ON KOREA BY UNITED STATES "AGGRESSION". 

TO RESTORE UNIFICATION WAS THE UNIVERSAL DEMAND OF THE 
ENTIRE KOREAN PEOPLE.

FIRST COMMITTEE-TAKE 9 

CONTINUING, MR. HUANG SAID THE QUESTION OF GERMANY WAS TOTALLY 
DIFFERENT, AND "THE ABSURD PROPOSAL AIMED AT FORCING THE NORTH 
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AND SOUTH OF KOREA TO JOIN THE UNITED NATIONS UNDER THE 
PRETEXT OF THE ADMISSION OF TWO GERMANYS TO THE UNITED NATIONS 
IS, OF COURSE, TOTALLY UNTENABLE". 

FOR TWO DECADES, THE REPRESENTATIVE OF CHINA SAID, THE UNITED 
NATIONS HAD "PLAYED A DISHONORABLE ROLE ON THE KOREAN QUESTION, 
AND HAS SERVED THE UNITED STATES POLICY OF INTERVENTION AND 
AGGRESSION IN KOREA". 

HE WENT ON TO SAY THAT THE "ARMED AGGRESSION AGAINST KOREA IN 
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1950 WAS CARRIED OUT UNDER THE FLAG OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND 
FOREIGN FORCES STILL USED THE FLAG TO CONTINUE INTERFERENCE 
IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF KOREA”. THE UNCURK WAS ILLEGAL 
FROM THE START AND THE "SO-CALLED UNITED NATIONS COMMAND" 

WAS "AN OUT-AND-OUT TOOL FOR AGGRESSION". 

THE UNITED STATES TROOPS WERE A STUMBLING BLOCK IN THE WAY 
OF PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION. MR. HUANG WENT ON, AND THEY "ARE 
THE ROOT CAUSE OF THE EXACERBATION OF TENSION IN THE KOREAN 
PENINSULA". THEY MUST BE COMPLETELY WITHDRAWN AND THE 
"UNITED NATIONS COMMAND" MUST BE DISSOLVED, HE ADDED. 

HE SAID THE MAINTENANCE OF STABILITY IN KOREA "SHOULD NOT 
DEPEND ON OUTSIDE FORCES, STILL LESS ON FOREIGN TROOPS, BUT 
ONLY ON THE GUARANTEE BY THE NORTH AND THE SOUTH OF KOREA 
AND THE ENTIRE KOREAN PEOPLE". 

THE ARGUMENT THAT THE DISSOLUTION OF THE "UNITED NATIONS 
COMMAND" SHOULD GO BEFORE THE SECURITY COUNCIL WAS BASED 
ON ULTERIOR MOTIVES, HE STATED. THE "SO-CALLED" COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION IN QUESTION WAS COMPLETELY ILLEGAL. 

TO PUT IT BLUNTLY, HE SAID, THE AIM WAS TO ALLOW A BIG 
POWER TO USE ITS VETO AND PROLONG THE LIFE OF THE "UNITED 
NATIONS COMMAND" INDEFINITELY, HE DECLARED. 

HE SAID THE DRAFT RESOLUTION CO-SPONSORED BY ALGERIA 
CHINA AND OTHERS WAS IN ACCORD WITH THE GENUINE INTERESTS 
OF THE KOREAN PEOPLE AND THE SPIRIT OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
CHARTER. 

THE DRAFT RESOLUTION OF THE UNITED STATES, UNITED KINGDOM, 

JAPAN AND OTHERS WAS NOT CONDUCIVE TO THE SETTLEMENT OF 
THE QUESTION OF THE INDEPENDENCE AND PEACEFUL UNIFICATION OF 
KOREA, HE CONTINUED, BUT WOULD CREATE A PRETEXT FOR CONTINUED 
INTERFERENCE IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF KOREA, BY OUTSIDE 
FORCES. CHINA WAS RESOLUTELY AGAINST THE DRAFT. 

CHINA AND KOREA WERE NEIGHBOURS, "AS CLOSELY LINKED AS THE 
LIPS AND THE TEETH", HE SAID. CHINA STOOD TOGETHER WITH THE 
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KOREAN PEOPLE AND, IN THE PRESENT AND THE FUTURE, WOULD "FIGHT 
TOGETHER WITH THEM". VOCTORY CERTAINLY BELONGED TO THE KOREAN 
PEOPLE, HE ADDED. UNQTE.
